friends- escaped from the wreck with 
dry foot. The manner in which wo 
nro treated i8 simply monstrous. Our 
publio officers bavo been unpaid for 
upwards of ii vo months, and tho Treas 
ury is omptied on every stoamor day of 
our gold, which is sont to rodoom muin- 
land bonds and pay the interest 
Ihoroon in London, whilo not a siuglo 
pnblicimprovomont, boyoud tho Looch 
Eivor ditoh — and that has boon snoorod 
at as a work oi secondary importance 
— is undor progress. Or. eourso, wo 
know that tho bonds and tho intorost 
on tho loan must bo paid; but why is 
not tho Governor hero to Buggost a 
romody for our ills. Whtro was Gov- 
ernor Douglas in 1859 and 18G0, whon 
dark days visited us? Did ho go 
out of tho way to avoid a knowledge 
of tho truo state of our affairs? On 
tho contrary, ho remained at his post, 
encouraging, directing and advising, 
and tho result was a season of pros- 
perity unoxamplad in tho history of 
the Colony. Something must bo dor.o 
Bpccdily to awakon tho Governor to 
a Koiiso of his duly, and a memorial to 
tho Homo Government, stating our 
grievances aud asking for immediate 
Confederation, or the appointment of 
a Governor who will not only feol for 
us but with ns, at a salary within tho 
ubility of tho Colony to pay, would bo 
tho wiaost course that could bo purs 
sued uudor oxio'.inrr circumstances. 



Tho Nocpssily for a fliange. 
Governor Seymour is ono of tho 
(strangest anomalies of u ruler we have 
ever known. Ho professes to ontor- 
tain tho greatest pympathy with and 
respeot for our Buffering people ; yet 
he neoms to conttidor anything apper- 
taining to publio business in tho light 
Of a " boro" that is to bo got rid of 
in as spoedy and summary a manner 
as possible. Tho least, ho vhinks, ho 
has to do with businoBS, tho bettor for 
his comfort, and ho really Booms to bo 
1 utterly unfitted for tho duties ho has 
undortakon, both by inclination and 
habit, Oao woa!d suppose, from the 
oaroloss, indifferont manner in which 
ho treats tho publio aud their affairs 
that he is Bomo groat nabob whoBO 
estato tboso colouios aro, and that 
he considers it his duty to visit thorn 
oooasioually, aftor tho manner of an 
— Irish absotitoo landlord for the pur- 
pose of seeing that tho property is 
kept in order and the tonantry in 
misery. Tho idea of Buggosting a 
plan for tho alleviation of our distress 
appears novor to have exorcised his 
august brain, or if it has, it has 
been turned ovor to somo subaltern to 
work into shape aud has fallen asleep 
» in tho doptbs of tin obtuso intolloct. 
INoro is said to bavo fiddled while 
Kjme was burning. Governor Soy-, 
mour does worso. It would bo somo 
comfort if bo only staid boro and 
fiddlod ; but at tho very tinio whon ho 
ou^httoboof somo uao to tho country — 
at a tiuiQ whon woro a wise, patriotic 
and earnest man at tho head of tho 
Government, ho would set about de- 
vising somo sohomo to causo tho sun- 
Bhino of prosporit}' to onco more fall 
upon us, His Excellency starts off 
North for a pleasure excursion to 
Hetlakatlah. Ho thinks tho interests 
of tho tamo Indians of Mr Duncan 
have stronger claims upon bis atton w 
tion than bis civilized fellow country* 
men who havo boon confided to his 
paternal care by an uuupprcciutivo 
Imperial Govornmont. His Excels 
lency doos not even " paddle his own 
oanoo" to reach bis Indian presorvos; 
he takos caro to leave his steam 
coffin to cover its bottom with bar- 
nacles— tho colony paying at loast §5 
for each barnacle — and orders ono of 
Her Majos'.y's voasols to carry him 
North. " Perhaps," our information 
Bays, "His Excellency will go on to 
Sitka." Wo hopo bo will. If ho 
would Btay there and petition to bo 
made Governor, or run for Congro3s, 
or go into tho fur business, or do any 
mortal thing rather than come back 
and pretend — for it io only a protenco 
—to govern British Columbians, tho 
very children would clap their bands 
for joy. During Governor Seymour's 
term ot offioo, wo challonge his acL 
mirers (if he havo any) to placo their 
fingor on a single wino or beneficial 
^^moasurQ that his superior wisdom has 
^called into being. What littlo good 
has boon effected tho peoplo them, 
■elvos or their representatives havo 
dono. Tho Administration has boon 
proved an uamitigatod f'ailnro — a 
perfoct fiasco. If it had only 
followed in tbo footsteps of tho 
provious Govornmont it "•ould havo 
done well; but tho most it has 
condescended to do is to wear out 
tho road3 that tho wisdom aud onorgy 
of his predecessor made, and clap 
an export duty on gold dust 1 There 
8 noithor reason nor policy in any- 
thing Mr Seymour does. In fact, ho 
doos not seom to havo any policy. He 
appears to regard tho whole thing at) 
a Fort of pleasure trip, in which ho in 
expected to pass Livo or six yours as 
ho best can, with as littlo troublo to 
himsolf as possible — hunting a littlo, 
writing a little, junketing a littlo, and 
governing a groat deal loss than oithor. 
British Columbia is to him a sort of 
gontloman'a estate, ovor which ho has 
froo liconco to roam at his loisuro with- 
out bestowing a thought as to «\ hence 
tho money that is to keep up all Ihti 
extravagunce and stylo is to como, and 
whero ho is oxpuctod to enjoy himself 
to tho full bout of his inclination. The 
JFmovo wo consider tho Btrango manner 
in which wo aro governed — or, inoro 
corrootly, not govorned at all — tho 
I moro we aro convinced that Governor 
' Seymour Jooka on all public busiuoss 
as a sovoro tax on bis pationco,

SECOND DAY, 

Wednesday, June 12th, 18GG. 

W. A Alottatt, sworn and examined by 
Mr Ring — 1 was master of the Labonrobera ; 
1 hod taken the steamer to Sim Francisco 
once before the accident; last took her down 
in March ; I sent five compasses to be ad- 
justed, and hud them returned just before 
wo started on the voyage when the accident 
occurred ; [ witness hero described the alter- 
ation made in the ship previous to Blurting 
for her last voyage ;] tlr: compasses were 
perhaps 'JO feet neater the ongir.eR than on 
the passage down ; the oowwork extended 
Irom n!t to square with the front ol the 
pilot house ; the first deck 7 fi. 6 ia. high, 
end the pilot house was on top of that deck ; 
the pilot house >vas seven feet high over tlie 
deck ; the wheel was in the forward part of 
the pilot house and thocompassoa were in the 
extreme front end of thu pilot house ; I had 
two rooms it the same line extending back- 
wards. 

His Lordship— What does all this mean? 
you might us well as ask him if tho ship had 
a keel. 

Mr Ring — My Lord, you don't know my 
case ; I want to meko the question of mag- 
netic influences plain to the jury. 

His Lordship— Well, then, you mast pat 
questions In u intelligible way. 

Mr King— I can't supply intelligence, my 
Lord. (Laughter) 

Examination resumed — Tho eompan in 
my room was aboi:t live feot higher than the 
compasses in the pilot house ; tun iron helps 
to neutralize) tho magnetic influence of a 
com, ass; I cheeked the iron steering com- 
passes at the wheel ; I Iqnnd nearly hnlf-a 
point variation in one cl the compasses i/i the 
pilot bouse ; Iho pilot house was put square 
with the beam of tho ship ; saw how the 
compasses pointed and then, from the pooi- 
tion 1 was in, saw what bearim; Point Bonito 
wob on ; by tho compass it was tho bearing 
in which it ought to have been [witness took 
a chart and pointed out the position of Point 
fiouita| ; I left the wharf between 5 and G 
o'clock in the evening; cleared tho Heads in 
an hour and a- quarter; a mizzling rain was 
falling and tho wind blew still until 9, when 
it fell calm and a very dense fog prevailed ; 
myself, iho officer ol the wutoh, and an In- 
dian boy named " Jaek," were on watch ; 
" Jack" had been employed by me for four or 
five years na a lookout ; ho was the best 
lookout on the ship; I was steering West 
nothing to North, uud about a }■{ or }< past 
10, thu Indian boy reported lanet; I ran iu to 
the pilot house to strike tho bell ; I was on 
deck at tlio time, and tho carpenter, tho of- 
ficer ot Iho watch, and the Indian boy were 
also thoro ; not more than u quarter of u 
mil uto e.fter the bell wan srruek to stop and 
Just as I had rung to hr.ok, the ship strtiek 
tho rock ; I saw a loom as I went tu the 
pilot houso and struck tho bell, the breakers 
were close alongside: we backed to got her 
turned round and headed her for clear water; 
went ahead at lull speed with tho lead going; 
we were going in or 8 fathoms with tho 
line aQd no bottom ; sent the earpentor to 
discover where the water enrno Irom , or- 
dered all tho pumps to be set on ; tho best 
pumps were ut thu wheel and by tho rapid 
motion of tho ship more water wa3 raised by 
Iho pumps ; ttc got ahead of tho water and 
made the pumps suck ; I felt, thon, that tho 
ship waa sale, and made short stretches to 
and fro waiting for daylight or for tho fog to 
clear up ; as soon ns I saw tho Forallones 
light 1 pushed for it as bard as I could ; the 
water suddenly commenced to gain on us, 
and I think there may havo been a stone in 
tho broken plunk and that it dropped out as 
wo started for shore ; tho ship ran for half 
an hour, gelling slower and slower, until the 
water reached the lutuaces, when sho stop- 
I nd ; wo eould nut use our sails because she 
would not havo sailed, being half full of 
water; the saloon tabic was niado to ship 
and unship ; had thero been no fog tho BO- 
cidenhwould not havo happened ; soon alter 
tho vessel strut!' I went into the pilot house 
mid found a variation of a point and a-hul! 
in one compass, and oue point with another 
oompasj ; the atmosphere may ulleot a com- 
pass; I was afraid to run because of the fog 
and the variation in tho compasses ; I had 00 
opportunity ot taking an observation ; I was 
anxious to gut oil from San Francisco, I had 
a number of men aboard lor the Princess 
Royal who wanted to run away ; I had a 
lurge number of posodngera who wero anx> 
ious to start ; the men for the PrircesS Roy- 
al began knocking me about beloro I lelt the 
wharf; I saw Mrs Pidwtll go aboard a boat 
to leave I lie ship ; I wont back to tho ship 
and filled one bout and part uf another with 
luggage, 

To n, juror — Tho ship waa nboui throe 
miles from shoro when bIic struck. 

Direct examination resumed — 1 told Mrs 
l'id veil tbat I brought ono largo Iriink 
ashore, and she said sho thought it might be 
hers ; 1 gavo her one package that was done 
up in oanvas, and a dress; I told the passen- 
ger^ in general thai I had brought some 
trunks aboard ; I afterwards saw the package 
that I gave her on board the steumer Ore- 
gon ; it had Mrs PirJwell's name upon it. 
[Counsel for platotlfl here admitted lliut the 
package w»h returned, and stated that it wa> 
not "one of thoso in dispute. J Iliad a freight 
clerk on board who would have looked ulter 
the burgage bud ho been inked ; did not see 
Mrs Pidwell coming on board ; heard no- 
thing about uny trunks coming on board ;

Mr Ring— Thoro is a custom adopted by 
shipowners at San Francisco as to tho car- 
riage ol passengers' baijgago 7 

Mr Wood objected to the question. 



Ills Lordship thought tho question was im- 
material. 

Wiiness — II I give a receipt for it I'm 
liable ; if I do not givo a receipt 1 am not 
liable : such ia the custom at San Frrnoiseo. 

Cross-examined — I was a mastor mariner 
previous to 1850 ; ora 46 years ol age, and 
havo beon a seafaring man since 1835 
[Witness prccooded to detail his career at 
sea during a series of years ] C m.i out 
here as socond n ato of tho bark Vancouver 
in 1844 ; in April of tho samo'yoar was made 
first mate; in 1840 was master of an Ameri- 
can vossol at California* tho Mary Adair 
was the first ship ol which I was master in 
the Company's servico ; was master of the 
steamer Enterprise lor three seasons ; hnvo 
road the Merchants' Shipping Act through ; 
am awaro that thero is a section of the Act 
which says that a ship's compass must bo 
adjusted at stated periods; if they are sent 
to an optician the rtquireinent of tho law is 
complied vith ; a wooden ship may possibly 
disturb its cornpas ?s q dte as noucb as an 
iron steamship; the mass of machinery in a 
steamship will not necessarily influence a 
compass; a great many alterations were 
made in the Labouchero at San Franoisco ; 
tho steering apparatus was removed 120 feet 
noarer the bows and forward ot tho ma- 
chinery ; Iho steering apparatus was in the 
pilot-house. [Witness hero described the 
position of certain iron work aenr the wheel, 
and the accommodation provided for paise'U- 
gors ; before starting I thought it was neces- 
sary to oeo that if my compasses wore right, 
but f can't say tbat 1 thought so, because of 
the alteration ; I did not take any such pre- 
caution beforo I started from tho wharf; 1 had 
not sll my sails bent before I sailed, only Iho 
forestaysail and trysail ; tho square sails were 
not bent, because tho yards wore on deck; the 
maihtrysait was not set from four of firo; on 
tho rray down I issued orders to havo a lead 
on each paddle-box j the deep sen-lead I saw 
nothing of; I saw tho hand loads banging 
up in tho rooms before we started ; I took my 
hearings when I was jiut inside of Point 
Bonlta. [Thu exact position of tho ship when 
the hearings wero taken wns pointed out on 
tho chart by tho witness.] I judged of my 
pojiiion simply oy my eye ; this was the only 
precaution I look to se.o if my compasses were 
correct; I found they rrera correct by adopt- 
ing this roureo ; the lelkalo con pass in my 
room was tho bed instrument of lbs three; 
they were all good nliko, only mine was the 
best [laughter.] After psBSing tho Golden 
Gate f oteeicd S \V by \V for half-an-bour, 
then W, nothing to N, to clear Point Reyes ; 
the pilots tell sailing vessels to steer \V J N; 
I don't know what iho eoiir.'cis the pilots givo 
steamers; I don't know tbat thero id any ex- 
traordinary danger in going into San Fran- 
cisco which you might not avoid if you had a 
ohaijoe; had tho compasses been correct, 1 
eould not by any possibility have struck on 
Point Keyes if tho weather had been clear ; 
Ibo fog was the solo causo of ray going on 
shore; don't know that I wont ashore on l'oinl 
Reyes ; I liaToim idea that I went ashore west 
of Drake Bay; I bnvo douhta that I wont on 
Point Iteyes ; I belicvi I did striko there, hut I 
don't know. 

To thu Court— It has been presumed that I 
struck on Point Koyeo, 1 don't know that 1 
did. 

Examination returned — In tho morning 1 
found myself opposite Point Itcyes and equally 
opposite tho Faral loues ; the fact of my coni' 
p.isios being out points wua not tho causo 
of my going ashore. 

To tho Court — Tho two compasses I was 
steering by I think wero noi wrong ; ono tf the 
threo compasses was wrong; 1 do not think 1 
went ashore because too ono compass was out, 

His Lordship — Now, Mr tioliciior General, 
you are at liberty to nsk tho witness any ques* 
ions you may think lit connected with tho 
.iroxious examination before tho Royal Com-- 
mission. Thcru is a direct contradiction ; 1 
have my notes hofore rne, 

Tho Court lioro suggested ft reoess of ton 
minutes to enable Capt. Mouat to refresh his 
memory. 

Upon tho reassembling of the Court, thu 
Solicitor General proceeded to ask whether 
Cipt. Mouat had not sworn, on the 4th of 
May, 1800, differently from what hu had dou« 
to-day. 

Mr Ring objocted, but the Court decided the 
question to bo relevant. 

Tho examination of Capt. Mouat by tho 
Solicitor General was then resumed. 

Tho Solicitor-General — Do you recolloct, 
before the Commission, attributing tho loss of 
the vessel to the variation of the compass, 
caused by the magnetic influence of the iron ? 

Vyitness— Ybb; but from other circumstances 
that havo ooiuo to my knowledge i hare 
changed my mind. 

To tho Court_I also said that if I had 
swung my Tessel f should havo detected tho 
variation, and that f attributed the loss of tho 
vessel to tho variation ; I also said that tho 
compasses must have been out nt least 3J 
points, but I adopted another man's idea ut 
that timo, and have now discarded it. There 
is a current setting on tho choro from the 
north, with a southwest wind, and | did say 
that 1 believed it was on Point Iteyes tbat I 
get ashore, supposing my compasses had beeu 
correct ; it is as likely that .1 would bo on 
(faralloneo as on Point Reyes ; i took Mr 
Townscud's word for it that thero must havo 
been 3j points dilTorence ; I did not lay tho 
oonf'ses off" on the chart, ho did. 

To tho .Solicitor General — I cannot tell what 
to attribute the loss to ; I did compare ono 
steering compass immediately after sho struck 
with another oompass further aft, and found a 
deviation. 

Tho C'»unsol for tlii 1 defence accepted His 
Lordship's suggestion, that the former evidenco 
given by Capt. Mouat, as taken down by 'ho 
Bench, ho used, His Lordship stated that, as 
wull as be eould recollect, the published state-, 
meat given iu tho papers were very correct, 
but tho Judge's notes wero legal. It would 
e;avc a groat doal of time, ami Capt. Mouat 
would bs able to correct or add to his evidence 
nt that timo given. Tho evidence was then 
read over by His Lordship to tho jury. The 
lo?s of tho vessel r.t that lime Capt. .Mouat at- 
tributed to the deviation of tho compasses, 
arising from tho quantity of iron introduced 
during tho Alterations. 1 now doubt that. 
After the reading of the cvid'-moo given at the 
time of tho enquiry, instituted by the Govtrn- 
oient last year Mr McGrath, a suilinK master 
from tho Royal Navy, demonstrated from a 
chart of San Kraneijoo harbor, to His Lordi 
ship, certain points connected with tho dis- 
aster. 

By tho Solicitor Gonoral— In comparing the 

port steering COmpUSS with the cMnu compass 
I f'Hiud a point and a half difference after she 
struck ; there was half a point difference 
between port and starboard before striking] 
after I foand n point anil a bhlf difference, I 
had no reason to think that tho steering com - 
passes were incorrect; wo steered by tho port 
compass; I could not tell which compass to 
believe ; T exprssBOd to persons standing by 
at tho timo of tho accident, tbat thero is where 
tho mistake is, there is ft point and n half 
di H'c re n co iu tho compasses ; had I found the 
difference half an hour earlier I don't know 
what t could have done; I never beforo had 
any fault to find with her compasses; It did 
not occur to inn to shift my compasses to tho 
old place in order to sen if tho alteration was 
the c'iubc of tho accident by causing tho doviu' 
tion In the compasses. 

At this stugo His Lordship announced that 
thu nailing master showed from the chart that 
ii point and ft half would just tnko tho trossel 
off I'oiut Reyes. 

To the Court— By taking ft solar or lunar 
observation as well as by swinging the ship, 
the correctness of tho compasses could ho 
ascertained ; thero nro otliur modes, for iu-. 
■tadse, comparing » number of compasses. 

To Mr Wood— I think I am famllisr with 
tho manner of swinging a ship ; I never bow 
it dono ; don't know how long it would toko 
such ft ship as the Labouobore } kedgmg is ono 
way of swinging a ship; atmospheric cauSOS 
havo un effect on compasses; I remember snow 
ftlotlO varied my compasses and lo 1 inn on a 
rock in Pugot Sound ; I am positive that n fog 
makes a compass nioro sluggish than it would 
othoiwiso ho; I never heard that it would 
havo an effect on the bearing ; T boliovo that 
carrunts hnvo an effect of bringing ships 
ashore; I r.ovor studied tho currents; I saw 
nothing to remark about tbo lookout; Mr 
Smith wui a vigilant man ; I am euro he was 



thero from about i3 p. m. ; I can't recollect a | Biillieiaiit cCjuib of testing the compasses } 1 



minute when Smith was away; I think it a 
safe thing to trust the vessel to the Indian Jack: 
ho was trustworthy, hud presence ot mind add 
courage; it did not occur to me to go tbo op- 
posite way buck to San Francisco, and so save 
tho ship, becnuBO I doubted the compasses ; it 
did not occur to uso my deep sea lead, because 
wo wero going lull speed ; to go slow would 
fill the ship with witter; my pumps sucked 
afterwards' ; 1 had reason to belieyo 1 w«a in 
forty fathoms of water, and for that rensou it 
did not occur to me to us«j my lend; until tho 
pumps sucked I did not consider nivBell in 
dangsrj I did think thoro was danger all 
along ; 1 recollect having uttonliou called to 
a light at sea; I swear Mr Chambers said 
thero was u light, addressing Borno une else ; 
I saw a light ubout four o'clock ; at l lie time 
I saw the ship I had donbts as to whero 1 
was; I did not go on board, because I saw 
tho land, and was going towards it; no ono 
said it was advisable to oommuntcato with 
the ship; I thought I recognized Point Reyes, 
aod made for it, because the ship was malt- 
ing wtiter fast; I did not avoid n ship bo- 
cunso I would h 'VO had lo pay half pilotngo; 
I know the difference between u suilmg ship 
and a pilot boat ; if 1 did say anything, it 
would have boon, I don't want u pilot, be- 
cause I would have lo pay pilotage; Hie 
goods of Mrs Pidwell oamo ashore in u boat ; 
I belptd to tuko a box on shore which I sun- 
posed was Mrs Pidwell's; I put them on 
Foint Reyss, which was the last I saw ol 
them , I might havo tweu able to carry (In- 
box to tho top of tho Point; I did not slay 
there long enough to know what became ol 
the guods, oxoept by hearsay ; I never sent 
anyone to fetch tbomj Mrs Pidwell was on 
lop ol the- bill ; only tbat which came into 
my own possession ; I havo riot heard of 
anything being recorded ; on my solemn oath 
I can't say the cause of the accident; 

Tu Mr linig— I never swung my ship ; it 
was neter pointed out us a duty ; 1 know of 
no maritime ruin making it imperative to 
swing a chip j swinging is one moans of ad- 
justing composes : witness stilted -several 
methods which aro used for detecting errors 
in the compasses j I used the means best, as 
1 thought, to adjust my compasses; the moro 
sounding by thu deep sea had would not bo 
itio means of ascertaining my position or ot 
finding my way back to Sao Francisco ; up 
to the present moment 1 can't say in which 
compass whs tho error; assuming there was 
a pilot boat there it would take some time to 
take me | at the lime my ship was making 
water very fast. [In connection with evidence 
as lo iho adjusting of the compasses, His 
Lordship relerred to the 3Ulst section of the 
Merchant's Shipping Act, and asked wit- 
ness us a master mariner did ho think it his 
duty to usconuln if thero was local attrac- 
tion alFecting the compasses, and if feu id to 
exist, to have it neutralized ] 1 don't consider 
it my duty except if I found it J won hi 
correct it; my ship evas not surveyed al my 
request; I mean 1 don't know ; I never find 
a copy of thu regulations issued by Ihe 
Board of Trade. 

To Mr Ring— -Thero is no British survey- 
or who Ules ojitjHcatoa in San Franoisco ; in 
my judgment I took steps to adjust rny com- 
passes ; tho magnetic condition of a ship is 
cbabgod os she moves on; the book stales 
that it is absolutely dangerous to place too 
much reliance upon iho swinging of a ship ; 
tlio most efleolua! way of guarding against 
local uttruulion is to" raise the comparseB 
above tho deck of Iho vessel; I c .uld have 
niive-d iho ship had it not been for the fog. 

To n juror— I bid alterations made for 
carrying passengers ns in the California 
steamers; 1 had an ledum lookout and my 
second mate; he was on tho laud side und 
the Indian forward. 

James Smiik, sworn, and examined by Mr 
Walker— 1 was second mate oo the Labou- 
chere; I have been 33 years at sea; the 
oompaeses of ihe Labouchere weio sent ashore 
to be adjusted; I have been mostly in Wood- 
en ships; never saw any of ihem Bwnng to 
adjust tho compassos; I have stiled Irom the 
London docks and there is only tho Victoria 
dock whero snips can bo swung; I wus on 
the starboard side (Irom 8 p.m.) of the ship 
when she struck; it was thick und foggy and 
very dark; I could see only about l CO yaids 
When Bho shuck; 1 was keeping a sharp 
lookout; kept my eye on tho Indian boy a- 
well; Capt -Mouat was on tho port side of the 
hurricane dec!s; the boy bail the name ol 
being the best uiyht lookout; I knew bim 
about I-) months; ho first gavo the alarm, 
beiug fiO feot further forward than 1; I kept 
my nye on tho man at the helm; the course 
given was West nothiuy to tho North; this 
was ut »^ o'clock, which was continued uiitil 
the accident; tho helmsman was on the pert 
side; thero was n compass on that side; the 
pumps were in order altor the i ccidont, the 
engine pumps and the baud pump; the engine 
pumps Boohed lor a little timo; tho weather 
Mill continued thick and loggy up to close on 
daylight; tho vessel was kept running all 
nighi; in my judgment thero was no other 
oourao to follow; 1 was on the steamer before 
the alterations were made; we lessened the 
amount of iron ubout the smoke stuck; thero 
was ubout as much iron put iu as was taken 
out; thero was an iron chain around the 
wheel belore tho alterations; alter tho altera- 
tions thu uuiount ol iron there way diminish- 
ed; the only extra iron was tho oonneoting 
rods under the deck. 

Cross-examined by Mr Wood— I have 
boen u quartermaster in un iron ship; have 
been in wooden steamers ; came from Eng- 
land in tho Labuno iore ; don't think the La- 
'joiiehero was swung in Loudon ; came out 
belore the mast; never heard uny complaints 
of the compass; am employed by the H. B. 
Co. on the wharf ai present; tbero is a re- 
gular place lor swinging ships al Greenwich ; 
un iron uliip should Oo swung beloro going to 
)ea; I don't think it necessary to swing u 
woodeu steamship; 1 did not consider it 
necessary to do anything more than Captain 
Moatttdl I , 1 was not present when Captain 
Mouat wub taking an observation of Point 
Honitu ; belore starting I never saw great 
confusion on board ; the workmen were out 
ol the fhip about half an hour beloro slurt- 
rng ; 1 think Captain .Mouat did perfectly 
right ; I attribute the aooldent entirety to the 
weather ; tho non pusses may hove been 
wrong; 1 am notucqaaintod Huliieiuutly with 
the const to ttuow il ibo course steered was 
correct; I never gavo an opinion on tln» 
caso beloro because 1 was in Uahiornia ; 
(hero was nothing that Captain Mouat eiiu 
bin what 1 would liavu dene, 

To Mr Walker — II tie tiiud to find bis way 
bank by the load the water would havo 
gained on Ihe pumps; had ihuru been no fog 
there would have ticou DO difficulty in gelling 
buck and saving the cargo; 1 was nut on 
board tho Labouchere in England Until one 
or two months belore sho loU ; had she been 
swung 1 thins: 1 should huvo known it ; 1 
Hunk 1 was absent Irom her about three days 
when she was oil her trial trip: I Uun'l 
know how oho headed while b ing built. 

Capt Tkos. Mat tin, examined by Mr 
Walker — Am master ma iner ; been 3d years 
to sea; have a Hoard ol Trado certificate 
[produced same] ; renewed IfcGl — gpi it iu 
IH48 ; never swung vessels ; to test compasses 
1 would generally take observations ; neyer 
saw u vessel swung : it is not usual in wood- 
en ships ; il is iu iron ships ; 1 have been 
ehiel olli er on board tho iron steamur Vesta ; 
she was out swung belore leaving Loudon ; 1 
knowot no Hoard ol Trade regulations re- 
quiring the swinging ol ships ; 1 have carried 
u cargo of iron uud found observations uttoif 
sullioieut to correct my couipussoj; generally 
curried but onu. 

liy Mr MoCroight— Thero was no rule to 
swing iron ships in Loudon thai I know ol; 
1 boliovo tbat an optician fixes a oo repass 
suliicieuily to stoer by ; never did mure than 
oli 1 1 1 the compasses ; bave been iu Hie II. Ii. 
Co.'s service about ib months ago ; I would 
have my deep sea lino ready beforo leaving 
shore ; to bend sails depends on circuni - 
staucus ; taking an observation by (ho eye ai 
Point Ko'uiu may or may not havo been a

l!y Mr Walker— Providing the steering 
gear had not been removed I would not con- 
sider it necessary in going out ol port to lake 
a compass to tho musthoad ; havo takoa a 
cargo of iron from Loudon to Madrid. 

6*<i;;f. Iletiitrom, of liritish ship Vortigern, 
6wi'rri — Have been a mastor mariner since 
184C ; never swung a merchant Bhtp under 
my charge ; huvo carried a cargo ol iron 
twico without accident; compared Ihe com- 
pass on board und if f do not find more than 
half a point difleruucc leol I can Irust thorn 
until I got un observation ; remember once 
on tho cu8t of Noiwa.y, when I hud u cargo 
of iion, and when thero was a vivid Aurora 
Horealis, thero was a great variation j we had 
no guide of tho compass at the timo, they 
seemed to have lost their magnetism ; I could 
depend on them belore arid a few hours after.- 
wards j huvo sailed out of San Frunoiico 
harbor; boliovo tho uaturo of tho land is 
voloaliioi 

Cross-examined by Mr Wood — When 
coming out of S»n Francisco I nearly lost 
my vessel; I noticed tho ship out of its 
proper pluoo, but whether it was caused hy 
Ibeonirenta or thu variation of tho compass 
1 could cot tell ; I had to anchor near Point 
Reyes to save my vessel from going oo tho 
rooks. 

To tho Court — I don't think the alterations 
on the Labouchere caused any material varia- 
tion iu tho compass ; il I hud had alterations 
made in my ship, mob us wero made in the 
Lahrmcheto, I should not consider it prudent 
to put to sea Without submitting my com- 
passes to some test; I should place my com-, 
puss outside ol the attraction of tho iron, 
end should place my ship's head where thf re 
was no local attraction aud thou change it to 
tho opposite sido. 

To tbo Kolie-itor General — I havo no ex- 
perience, by practice, us an ollieor of a 
Blcamshlp ; my idea of adjustment is not the 
Bomo nu Cupi. Wouat's; I should nut content' 
my sell with sending tho compasses to an op- 
tician ; it eould have nothing to do with ad< 
justing for local attraction; do not think the 
alterations in the Labouchere cuused any 
more local attraction than before; never 
knew a log lo adcot a compass. Tlio witness 
was proceeding to give a detailed account of 
the place in which he found his ship near 
Point Reyes, when His Lordship iuterru pte I, 
Bsylog that the eyidenco mud be rejected, 
because the voyage of Ihe Ehip Yoitigoru 
was not being inquired into, 

Counsel lor defence objected, and askod 
that a note bo tukuti of thoir objection. 

Capt. Hedslroin thou repeated tho evid- 
ence given ia his direct examination with 
regard lo finding himself, Irom borne unknown 
cause, nearly on the rock* al Point Keyes. 
Tbo Court hero adjourned until 10 o'clock oo 
Thursday morning,
